On 27 ' arch 1952, the barracks installation west of Leipzigerstrasse in Altenburg 
(D 51/K 2?) ivas occupied by about oOO soldiers who wore reel-bordered black epaulets 
with artillery insignia, some, however, wore motor transport insignia. The ranking 
officer in this installation was a colonel. A lieutenant colonel and two majors 
were also seen. During the period from If? to 2? march, there was intensive -anti- 
gas training involving the donning and removing of gasmasks, putting on and taking 
off protective boots, and gas planes flew over. 'Pour groups, each of 20 soldiers, 
and 3 groups, each of 4O soldiers, were involved. They practiced under the super- 
vision of a lieutenant colonel. A group of ItO soldiers practiced for lb minutes 
running with donned gasmasks. On ?3 -arch, about 250 soldiers received athletic 
training. A total of 3 x 122-mr field howitzers and 3 ZIS-3 76.2-mmm field guns 
and caterpillar tractors which served as prime movers for tne field howitzers were 
seen on various days in the barracks area. I
